Our indent e^^lained that it is- cust<Biaz 7 to use 
for work the so called ai^ts* Th^ also asked \ilay she does not return to 
Ukraine? She replied that there are difficult lea with obtaining a visa, 
and that it is no guarantee she could retuxn to Western Borope. The man 
who asked the question blU^d, got confused end said that "tines have 
ohainged and ^ could go without reservation". To the question if she 
could go to an 7 place she wanted, he replied that he must find out from 
the leader.

After the concert a Belgium bom Ukrainian girl asked for pemlsslim to: hand 
to the oborua a bouquet of flowers^ Pbrnission wtas granted and the girl 
accoapanled by ecmdactor VeryoYka and his id.fe aq>peared on stage and handed 
them the flowers with an inscription t * To the besorers and representatiYes 
f Ukrainian art a hearty welcome and wl^es: of great success from Ukrainians 
in Belgium*. Glarj to Ukraine** / The flowers nd inscription was suggested by 
Orest./ 

After the concert some Ukrainian women lAio liYe in Brussels Yisited 
the artists In the dressing room* One of them asked them why they did not sing 
the Ukrainian national anthem "Siche ne YDerla Ukraina* to >riiich conducor 
VeryoYka replied! * now ve haYe another anthem, but my wife could still sing 
*Sche ne 'vmerla Ukxaina", and another artist added! * in the chorus there are 
ma33y who could sing it”* 

Daring the concert under free sky Ukrainians from Brussels a^ed 
the chorus members for autographs*. Some gaYe autographs with a remark!

Orest found oat that the chorus sta^d at a motel near the Flair* sent there 
Indriy^ who cane fvm Gr.firltain to help out, and Andrl 7 took a room there 
on August 6f • 

JQi 2*40 Andrij entered the diner in the mohl and met there one of the chorus 

members vho wanted to change 1000 f^rancs* Andri 7 aqpproacbed him talv^r>g in 

Ukrainian • The artist Itupiired idio ^driy ^ and \diere frcaa*. ^driy replied that 

he' came fr<»n Bigland and is going to staj here overw ni^t*. Larter Andrij met 

more ef the artists in another room and greeted them with "Good dagr oonpctriotst 

About lb voices answered and thej started to (piestion him* Andrlj said he is

departed from the groc^ and started a closer converawtion with Andxdy*adMut 
Ukrainian emigratl<m In C^* fhrltain*. They were interested If it is difficult for 
a Ukrainian to find a job, if Ukrainians are always treated like foreigners^ 
what difficulties the families have with finding apparhaents et cet» Then they 
asked if there are Ukrainian cocsnlttees in each country \dieve. Ukrednians live 
and lAat is the cooperation among these committees* Ghe of them asked Andriy 
not to take their ({uestlons too head, but they have to know ^because after 
their return their friends will question them about the life abroad and about 
the Ukrainian emigration* To ibdriy's question whether ihey met already any 
Ukrainians abroad they replied yea, they met , particulariy in kngalnd and 
they asked them to eztend"a bow to Ukraine". Andriy ahked to do the same for 
him* Then Andriy inform them extensively about the Ukrainian emigre life in 
Tiingiwpd and other European co\intrles* The Ukrainian oonmittees cooperate with 
each other* Ukrainians abroad have no difficulties in establishing themselves 
and finding jobs* For children Ukrainian evening schools and summer camps 
are being organised and the workers themselves pay the expanses* Une of tne 
Ukrainians remarked to this:"hy ffclend, care foryour children, teach them
